TOWN CLERK REPORT 


The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled in his office. Records of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town 
Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was 
incorporated and separated from the Town of Milford. In this office, the 
records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town Clerk 
is Clerk, ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are 
discharged by the Town Clerk. All By-Laws and Amendments, voted by 
the meeting, must be submitted to the Attorney-General for his approval. 
Unless this is obtained, the By-Laws or Amendments do not become 
effective. If approval is received, then the By-Laws or Amendments must 
be published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, before they 
can become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household 
goods, must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. 
Marriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office. 
Other licenses issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, 
and annual renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the 
processing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for Town 
elections, the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compilation 
of the total vote cast for each candidate.

REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To The Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the By-laws the Town of 
Hopedale, The Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all 
Articles in the Town Warrant which involve the expenditure of money, 
and presents in this report its recommendations on such Articles. During 
its consideration of the appropriation requests, the Committee obtained 
information from and consulted with various departments and officials of 
the Town. 


The appropriations for 1970 amount to a total of $1,673,466. 
compared with $1,471,423. last year, an increase of $202,843. The largest 
increases are as follows: 


School Department $152,236. 


Fire Department—General 6,110. 
Interest on Temporary Loans 15,000. 
Blackstone Valley Regional 

Vocational School 14,084. 
Police Department 5,600. 
Garbage Removal 3,800. 
Highway Department 10,396. 


The Committee’s recommendations on amounts to be appropriated 
are indicated in the right-hand column of pages 4 through 9 of this report. 
Our special comments on certain of the articles to be voted upon, as well 
as on other matters, follow. 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation article, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, and other recurring items such as bond retirement 
and interest. While all of these items will be brought before the Town 
Meeting under this one article, any of them may be discussed or acted 
upon separately. 


Under Article 11, the Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the Reserve Fund, the same as last year’s appropriation. This is 
the only money available during the year, without calling a Special Town 
Meeting, for extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures. During 1969 the 
Committee had to use $9,391. of the Reserve Fund. Transfers were as 
follows: 


$6,000 School Salary Budget 
1,800 Highway Dept. — Plain Street 
1,000 Census — not used 
300 Police Dept. — Extra Duty Salary 
250 Fire Dept. — Out of State Travel 
41 Police Dept. — Out of State Travel 


The Committee recommends that under Article 23 the sum of 
$35,000 be transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply against 
the tax rate for 1970. The amount of the town’s available funds at January 
1, 1970 as certified by the State Director of Accounts was $73,396. Last 
year there was a balance of $70,813. of available funds of which $35,000. 
was used at the Annual Town Meeting. Available funds result from 
unexpended appropriations plus or minus the difference between actual 
and estimated amounts or other items used in fixing the tax rate. 


If all requests are approved there will be total appropriations of 
$1,673,466. with transfers of $68,524. from free cash and other available 


funds, a net total of $1,172,645. will be used by the Assessors in fixing the 
tax rate. At the time this report went to the printer, the State had not 
furnished the Board of Assessors with amounts they must use for certain 
County and State assessments and the Town’s share of the General Fund. 
These factors could affect our tax rate by several dollars, either up or 
down. 


On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors, we 
estimate that the 1970 assessed valuation of the Town will be approxi- 
mately $23,580,000. approximately the same as the valuation of 
$23,571,465. in 1969. The following condensed summary shows how the 
1969 tax rate was determined and our present estimate for 1970. This 
indicates a tax rate of $50.00 an increase of $7.00 over 1969.

SUMMARY 

The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing 
constitutional provisions which direct the division of the Commonwealth 
into 240 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts. It provides for 
a census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Commonwealth in 
the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census in 1971 is to 
be the basis for determining the representative and senatorial districts for 
the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. Each subsequent census 
shall be the basis for determining the districts for each ten-year period 
beginning the fourth January following each census, so that the census in 
1981 will determine the districts as of January 1985, etc. 


The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall 
consist of two hundred and forty members and the senate of forty 
members. In its first regular session following each census, the Legislature 
shall divide the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative 
districts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of 
contiguous territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly as 
may be an equal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each 
senatorial district shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal number 
of inhabitants according to census. A representative district shall not unite 
two or more counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, or a city and a 
‘town, or parts thereof, in one district unless the same is unavoidable. 
Further, no town of less than six thousand inhabitants shall be divided in 
forming representative districts. It is also provided that the county of 
Dukes County and Nantucket County shall each be a representative 
district. Also provided that the County of Dukes County and Nantucket 
County shall each be a representative district, notwithstanding the 
foregoing. The senatorial districts, each of which shall elect one Senator, 
shall be formed without uniting two counties or parts of two or more 
counties, unless the same is unavoidable. 
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Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, and each 


senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen at the 
time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the 


Commonwealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. 
Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth shall cease to represent his district. 


The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law 
limit the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted calling 
in question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the manner of 
calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives and of 
ascertaining their election. 


Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, 
although these provisions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

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REPORT OF SANITATION OFFICER 
To: Board of Selectmen — Hopedale, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I investigated several sewage complaints in various areas of town as 
requested by the Board of Health. Repairs were made to all septic systems 
by residents contacted by me. Cooperation by these residents was 
excellent, thus eliminating several sewage problems in town. 


Sewage permits are required by anyone making repairs to present septic 
systems as well as for installation of new systems. These are inspected by 
sanitation officer as work progresses on same. Permits are applied for and 
paid for at the Board of Health office. To date income from sewage 
permits totals $33.00 


The program of testing bathing area water in cooperation with the Park 
Dept. was conducted this past summer as usual. This test is conducted by 
the Massachusetts Dept. of Public Health. The results of these tests once 
again proved very successful during the entire bathing season. 


On July 27, 1970, I was appointed to position of acting milk inspector 
and collector. I contacted all milk dealers that deliver in Hopedale and 
requested that milk be tested by authorized laboratory and results of these 
tests be sent to me. As a result I found all milk to be of good quality and 
up to State regulation.

Two national tests were made during 1970. There were eight local 
communications tests. State tests are now held monthly, with no 
indication as to when they will be activated. A reply card is requested as to 
the date and time that the alert was received. 


Communications are being stressed at the present time. Therefore, we 
would like to give the residents of Hopedale an idea of what we have for 
equipment. 


Hopedale has a Municipal Radio System with the call letters K.A.Y. 
980. The base station for this system is located at the Fire Station. 


There are 18 mobile units distributed as follows: 3 with the police; 6 
with the fire department; 7 with the highway department; 1 with the 
water department and 1 with the Civil Defense unit. 


There are 5 remote control units located in the offices of the police, 
fire, and highway departments. These controls are a direct contact with 
each of the department’s mobile units, in addition to the base station. 


There are also three portable (walkie-talkie) units which are used when 
personnel are out of the mobile unit. 


Also installed in the Fire Station is a County Radio which keeps the 
town informed as to what is happening throughout the county. This has 
proved very satisfactory. 


Hopedale’s contact with the State Civil Defense is through Sector 3B 
headquarters located in Whitinsville, which has contact with twenty-one 
other towns in this area. 


Several meetings were attended throughout the year. Also, several visits 


were made to the surplus property headquarters in Taunton, 
Massachusetts. 
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A 1500 watt generator was purchased this year and has been mounted 
on a trailer. 


The local Civil Defense unit would appreciate any help that could be 
obtained in manning the radios during tests. 


A word of thanks is extended to Mr. Ernest B. Coombs, 3B Sector 
director for his co-operation throughout the year.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Board of Fire Engineers respectfully submit their Annual 
Report for the year ending December 31, 1970. 


On August 1, 1970, Chief Charles A. Watson retired from the Fire 
Department after 43 years of service to the Town of Hopedale. He began 
working for the town in 1927 and served as a Fire Department driver, 
Deputy Chief and upon his return from active military duty in 1945, was 
appointed Chief of the Fire Department; a position which he held until his 
retirement. 


From January 1, 1970 to December 31, 1970 the Department 
responded to 152 calls. This was an increase of 37 calls more than were 
answered in the year of 1969.

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EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


At the February 3rd meeting, the members discussed the request 
made to the selectmen in December pertaining to placing an article in the 
Town Warrant in March to adopt a By-Law to prohibit the discarding of 
trash on the public highways and parklands in the town. 


The Finance Committee approved the Commission’s budget for 
1970 in the amount of $1,800 most of which will be spent at the South 
Hopedale playground. 


In accordance with the vote taken at the Town Meeting on Tuesday, 
March 3rd, the commission will be increased to seven members, (from 
five). 


Regular monthly meetings will be held on the first Tuesday of each 
month in the Town Hall building at 7:00 P.M. 


Paul H. Blatz submitted his resignation, through the Board of 
Selectmen, as a member of the Commission, stating his reason was due to 
the extra hours of work which makes it impossible for him to attend 
meetings regularly. The resignation was accepted with sincere regrets. 


The Selectmen appointed members of the Commission as follows: 
Ben Phillips, Sr., Park Commissioner Thomas Stock, Anthony Manzola, 
Roger V. McNamara, Laurence T. Maher, Willard W. Taft, and Nicholas A. 
Narducci. (Anthony Manzola was elected to fill the vacancy created by 
Ronald Taylor who has moved to Florida.) 


Benjamin Phillips Sr., Nicholas Narducci, and Willard Taft attended 
the Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions held at the King Philip Ballroom in Wrentham on Saturday, 
March 28th, which was an all day session. 


W. Maynard Draper, Robert Cosetta, James Heath, Arnold Nealley, 
Jr., Chief of Police W. Chester Sanborn, Fire Chief Charles Watson were 
unanimously appointed as Associate Members of the Commission. 


Member Robert McNamara advised the commission that the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources is collecting hard pesticides from residents in 
an effort to clear households of these items, some of which are extremely 
dangerous, which will be left at the Fire Station. 
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At the May Sth meeting, Laurence T. Maher was elected Chairman 
of the Commission, and Nicholas A. Narducci retained as the Clerk. 


On Tuesday evening, June 2nd, the commission members held a work 
meeting at the South Hopedale playground where members of the 
commission are undertaking the task of laying out a little league ball-field. 
The area is being leveled by a bulldozer operated by Benjamin Phillips, Sr. 
and the layout of the field was done by Engineer Roger McNamara who is 
also a member of the commission. 


A communication was received from Mr. Richard T. Moore of the 
Board of Selectmen regarding the establishment of a solid waste disposal 
advisory committee to study the problem of solid waste disposal for the 
town, and Benjamin Phillips, Sr. and Charles Watson were appointed to 
serve on this committee. 


A special meeting of the Commission was called to order by 
Chairman Laurence T. Maher on September 17th at 7:15 P.M. The 
purpose of the meeting was to hear the natural resource potentials 
available in Hopedale. This study was conducted by a team from the 
Department of Natural Resources. Chairman Maher introduced the 
following representatives — Mr. Arthur Phelon, Southern Worcester 
Conservation District Supervisor; Mr. Gayland Folley, District Conserva- 
tionist, Soil Conservation Service; Mr. Dann H. Colburn, Assistant 
Regional Supervisor of the Department of Natural Resources; and Mr. 
Robert Corrinet (of Hopedale), Game Management, Central District, 
Division of Fisheries and Game. The report deals with many aspects of 
natural resources, such as solid waste, sewage disposal, water supply, 
school sites, recreational areas, greenbelts and open lanes, fish and wildlife, 
forestry, historical sites, and description of potential and existing resource 
areas. Booklets will be left at the Bancroft Memorial Library for the 
convenience of residents who may wish to peruse this report, and booklets 
will also be distributed to the heads of each town department. Present at 
this meeting were: Chairman Laurence T. Maher, Clerk Nicholas A.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
The Librarian respectfully submits the 85th annual report. 


During the year of 1970, the Bancroft Memorial Library and its 
Branch at South Hopedale have continued to serve the public in every 
possible way. The circulation for the year is 50,080 which shows a slight 
increase over 1969. The Library is still extensively used for reference and 
information. 


Mrs. Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian reports 104 new borrowers 


in her department. Three story hours have been held during the school 
vacation periods 
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A summer reading program called “The Book Parade” was helf for 
grades 4, 5, and 6. Thirteen children registered and a total of 202 books 
were read by the group. “Busy Bees” certificates were presented to 25 
children of grades 1, 2, and 3 stating the number of books each one read 
during the summer. Library reading certificates were presented to pupils in 
grades 4, 5, and 6, 13 honor for 20 or more books and 26 small for 5 
books to 20. 


National Library Week was observed in April with both children’s 
and adult books being on display during the week. The four third grade 
classes visited the Children’s Room during the week. In June Mrs. Rae 
brought her two kindergarten classes to visit, and on November 10, Mrs. 
Merrill brought her special class to visit. Children’s Book Week was 
observed in November when Mrs. Hattersley visited the four fifth grades 
and the three sixth grades at Dutcher Street School. She took some of the 
new books with her and gave short reviews. New adult books were added 
at this time and were displayed during the week. 


The Librarian gave book reviews to the women’s group of the Union 
Church in March. 


Mrs. Mary Ohlson, who had been a member of our staff for five 
years, left us on the first of January to take the position of Librarian in 
Uxbridge. We were sorry to have her go, but certainly wish her well in her 
new work. Mrs. Virginia Burnham is now working with us and we are 
happy to have her join us. 


We wish to acknowledge the many gifts of books which the 
townspeople have made during the year. 


We are offering a new service to the people of Hopedale by 
circulating records. These may be taken out for two week periods the same 
as books. 


The Central Regional Library, with headquarters in Worcester, still 
continues to serve us well in obtaining books which we do not have in our 
library.

As your Tree Warden and Superintendent of Insect Pest Control, I 
submit the following report: 
Samples were taken from twenty-seven Elm trees suspected of 
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having Dutch Elm Disease. Twenty three proved to have the disease and 
four were sterile. Ten of these were public trees and thirteen of them were 
private. They have been removed and destroyed as required by law. 


Two aerial sprays were applied to the Town. One in June for general 
insect pest control and one in July for mosquito control. 


Four Maple trees had to be removed that had died from environ- 
mental causes. Two European Lindens were removed from Hopedale 
Street near the Housing Authority. 


The trees that had to be removed were replaced with thirty-five 
trees consisting of four varieties; namely Maple, Ash, Pin Oak and 
Mountain Ash. 


All dead and broken limbs have been removed which may be 
hazardous to persons using the streets.

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DAY PROGRAM 
A. January — June 1970 
1. Enrollment 


At the beginning of 1970, 102 boys were in the senior class, 96 in 
the junior class, 93 in the sophomore class and 129 in the freshman class, 
making a total of 420 boys enrolled at the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. 

2. Pupil Selection for the Fall of 1970 


During the months of January and February all the schools in the 
member towns were visited by the Director of Pupil Personnel Services in 
order to give information to the boys in the eighth grade about the courses 
that are offered at the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School. Applications were distributed and the students were 
requested to indicate their first, second, and third choices among the 
courses offered. Specially designed information forms were given to each 
school administrator, to be completed for each boy who planned to make 
application for admission to the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. | 


At a later date, applicant groups from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the departments and 
actually see the program in operation. During the day they were given a 
series of aptitude tests involving verbal reasoning, numerical ability, 
mechanical reasoning, abstract reasoning, and spatial relations. The scores 
on the above tests and the information sheet provided by the sending 
school were evaluated in order to produce a profile of each applicant’s 
characteristics. Each applicant’s profile was recorded on a compilation 
sheet which served to identify the most qualified students in each town. 
Every effort was made to admit the best qualified boys in each town, to 
give them their course preference, to distribute the courses as equally as 
possible among the towns, and to select each boy for the course in which 
he appeared to have the best chance of success. Due to the increased space 
made available by the addition to our school we were able to admit 160 
boys into the freshman class. This represents a substantial increase over the 
number that we were able to admit before the construction of the 
addition. However, we were only able to admit 160 out of the 389 that 
applied. 
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3. New Track and Soccer Field 


On June 18, 1970, the School Committee awarded a contract to the 
DiGregorio Construction Co. of Worcester to build a soccer field and a 1/4 
mile running track. This project was completed by late fall and will be 
ready for the outdoor track season in 1971. We now have excellent 
athletic facilities, both for indoor and outdoor activities. 


4. First Graduation 


Sunday, June 7, 1970 was the most memorable day of 1970 because 
on that day the first graduation of the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School was held. 102 seniors received both 
their high school diplomas and their occupational certificates from the 
chairman of our school committee, Kelton Johnson. 


All of the seniors were placed in jobs before graduation day, and 22 
of the graduates decided to continue their education at institutions of 
higher learning. 


This day marked the fulfillment of the dream of many individuals 
who had worked tirelessly over a period of many years to create a 
vocational-technical school that would fill a great need for many of the 
boys in this area. 


B. September — December 1970 
1. Enrollment 


In September we started our fifth year of operation with 83 seniors, 
89 juniors, 127 sophomores, and 161 freshmen for a total of 460 pupils. 
The number of boys from each of the towns was as follows: 40 from 
Bellingham, 22 from Blackstone, 15 from Douglas, 53 from Grafton, 24 
from Hopedale, 14 from Mendon, 67 from Milford, 62 from Millbury, 7 
from Millville, 53 from Northbridge, 30 from Sutton, 25 from Upton, and 
48 from Uxbridge. 
2. Exploratory Program 


This year, based upon the experience of the previous years, we 
decided to have all freshmen spend the entire first semester in their 
assigned department, with the understanding that all students who were 
not sure that they were in the right department would be given the 
opportunity to explore other departments of their choice during the 
second semester. Less than 10% of the freshmen asked to go into the 
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exploratory program, which clearly indicates that the vast majority of 
them were satisfied with their original choice. 


3. Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continues to do an outstanding job for the 
students of our school. Once again our cafeteria was rated in the top ten in 
Massachusetts by the Massachusetts Bureau of Nutrition Education and 
School Food Services. The most meaningful rating is the extent of pupil 
participation. Our students participated to the extent of 140% while the 
average participation throughout the state was 67%. To paraphrase an old 
saying — “‘the proof of the rating is in the eating.” 


4. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation Awards 


For the third successive year Blackstone Valley Tech has soared to 
the top again, leading the entire United States in awards won by its 
students in the annual Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation contest. 


Competing with hundreds of high schools throughout the country, 
12 Valley Tech students came through with 3 National Grand Awards, 6 
Regional Awards and 2 merit awards, totaling $2,625 in prize money for 
themselves and the school. The closest competitor was far behind, winning 
a total of only 3 awards. 


The Lincoln Electric Company created the James F. Lincoln Arc 
Welding Foundation in 1936 to encourage interest and study in arc 
welding. The Foundation sponsors the Arc Welding Awards annually for 
full-time high school, technical or vocational school students in the United 
States 19 years old or younger. This Award Program offers an opportunity 
to compete for $15,000 in regional and national cash awards. These 
awards are made for the best written reports describing arc welded school 
shop projects. The entry must not be more than 25 pages in length and 
should contain detailed descriptions of the operations, all necessary 
calculations, photographs, sketches and drawings. 
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5. Cooperative Training Program for Seniors 


In brief, this program involves on-the-job training during the week 
that the student would ordinarily be in his school shop. On the alternate 
week the boy will return to school for his academic and related work. 
Cooperative pupils must be paid wages during the work week at the 
cooperating establishment reasonably comparable to those paid to other 
persons doing similar work in the same company. While the students work 
the same hours and under the same conditions as other employees, they 
are legally considered as members of our student body rather than 
employees in the usual sense of the word. 


During the first year of operation we had 82 seniors in the 
cooperative program. We could have provided placement for all seniors but 
some of them for personal reasons did not wish to go into the cooperative 
program. We feel that this program has been very successful because it gave 
our seniors an opportunity to get on-the-job training while they were still 
in school and at the same time it provided the employer an opportunity to 
have the services of a young man who has both skill and technical 
knowledge. The majority of the seniors became sil time employees of the 
cooperating companies upon graduation. 


ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 
1. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The evening trade extension courses for adults started Monday, 
October 5, 1970. These classes are open to persons over 16 years of age 
who are not attending school and who can show evidence of trade contact 
with the specific training desired. The following courses were offered: 
Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, Mill and House Carpentry, Elec- 
tronics, Electrical, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant Maintenance, 
Drafting, Graphic Arts, Plumbing, and Blueprint Reading. A total of 387 
adults were registered and 332 were enrolled in these courses. The number 
of students from each of the towns was as follows: 12 from Bellingham, 
13 from Blackstone, 14 from Douglas, 24 from Grafton, 22 from 
Hopedale, 12 from Mendon, 75 from Milford, 15 from Millbury, 5 from 
Millville, 54 from Northbridge, 14 from Sutton, 32 from Upton and 40 
from Uxbridge. 


2. Automotive Machinist Program 


This program was organized for unemployed young men under the 
provisions of the Manpower Development and Training Act. It was 
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developed with the cooperation of an advisory committee from the 
Automotive Wholesalers Association of New England and it is the only 
program of its kind in the United States. The program operates 8 hours per 
day five days per week and is in session throughout the entire year. 


The first section of this program started July 10, 1967 and we are 
currently operating the fifth section. This present group of young men will 
graduate on January 29, 1971. During the past three years we have given 
training to over 75 men and have helped them to become gainfully 
employed at no cost to the member towns inasmuch as this program is 
_ financed entirely with federal funds. 


CONCLUSION 


Midway through our fifth school year we feel that the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating efficiently 
and serving the people of the area effectively in several divergent 
capacities, as shown in the number of students who enrolled in the regular 
day program and in the adult training programs: 


1. 460 freshman, sophomore, junior and senior boys in 
the day program. 

2. 332 men and women in the Evening Trade Extension 
program. 

3. 15 young men in the Automotive Machinist program. 


Thus we have offered about 807 people the opportunity to further 
their education and to increase their vocational skills. In addition our 
school is in operation from 8:00 A.M. to 9:30 P.M. every day except 
Friday when we close at 4:30 P.M. 


At the close of 1970 we feel satisfied with our year’s achievements; 
our staff and students have all cooperated to help maintain the standards 
we have set in previous years; and once again we would like to thank the 
communities of the region for their support and encouragement.

Apportionment of Costs Incurred by the District 


(A) Classification of Costs 
For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the District 
against the member towns, costs shall be divided into two categories: 
capital costs and operating costs. 


(B) Capital Costs 
Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of capital outlay 
such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of constructing, 
reconstructing and adding to buildings, and the cost of remodeling or 
making extraordinary repairs to a school building or buildings, 
including without limitation the cost of the original equipment and 
furnishings for such buildings or additions, plans, architects’ and 
consultants’ fees, grading and other costs incidental to placing school 
buildings and additions and related premises in operating condition. 
Capital costs shall also include payment of principal of and interest on 
bonds, notes or other obligations issued by the District to finance 
capital costs. 


(C) Apportionment of Capital Costs 

Capital costs shall be apportioned annually in December for the 

ensuing year as follows: 

(1) Each member town’s share of the capital costs incurred in 
connection with the construction, equipping and placing in 
operation of the initial district school building, including the 
payment of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or other 
obligations of the District to finance such capital costs, shall be 
determined by computing the ratio which the sum of its public 
school male pupil enrollments in grades nine through twelve, 
inclusive, on October 1 of the three years next preceding the year 
in which the Committee votes to authorize the incurring of such 
capital costs bears to the sum of the public school male pupil 
enrollments in grades nine through twelve, inclusive, of all the 
member towns on October 1 of the same three years; and in the 
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case of capital costs consisting of the payment of principal of and 
interest on bonds, notes or other obligations issued by the 
District, the ratio shall not be changed during the period in which 
such bonds, notes or other obligations are outstanding, except as 
provided in subsection VII (A). For the purpose of this clause (1) 
of Section (A) above, public school male pupil enrollments shall 
be defined as the number of male pupils in grades nine through 
twelve, inclusive, residing in each member town and receiving 
education at such town’s expense. 


Ratio is each member town’s percentage share of the capital costs. 


Sum of all the male students in grades 9—12 for the 
previous 3 years in each town. 
Ratio = 
Sum of all the male students in grades 9-12 for the 
previous 3 years in the district. 


Due to the fact that the three bond issues were authorized in three 
different years ($1,200,000 in 1964, $475,000 in 1965, and $500,000 in 
1969), it is necessary to calculate separate ratios for each of the three 
years. 


The enrollment figures for 1961, 1962, and 1963 were used to 
establish the 1964 ratios and the enrollment figures for 1962, 1963, and 
1964 were used to establish the 1965 ratios. The 1969 ratios were 
established on the enrollment figures of 1966, 1967, and 1968. 


These three sets of ratios were applied to the three bond issues 


respectively to determine each town’s share of each of the three bond 
issues.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Hopedale 


This annual report on the status of the schools in Hopedale is the 
sixth narrative-type report to be prepared by your school superintendent 
who is currently serving in his twentieth year in that capacity. 


The citizens of this town have an opportunity to experience a 
considerable measure of satisfaction in the quality of their school system. 
Our pupils continue to perform academically well on the basis of available 
measuring devices. A high percentage of our graduates are able to continue 
education beyond high school. The conditions under which children 
attend our schools continue to be favorable, particularly with respect to 
the teacher-pupil ratio and the variety and quality of the educational 
program offered. 
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The chief problem in maintaining quality education is cost, and the 
principal factor in cost is that of salaries paid to both professional and 
non-professional personnel. In Hopedale, approximately 83% of the total 
school budget is comprised of salaries. Consequently, if school costs are to 
be controlled in the seventies, a way must be found to control the rise of 
salaries or to shift the burden from the real estate tax, now bearing the 
major share, to other forms of taxation which are broader based. 


In this report, some reference will be made to curriculum changes 
and services to personnel and students, building improvements, both 
present and projected and some statistical data to indicate how our school 
costs compare with others across the Commonwealth. 


Curriculum: The subject offerings in a school system may be altered 
in two ways: new subjects added and existing subjects altered to meet 
changing needs. Both have been carried out in Hopedale during the past 
year. In the high school, new offerings include courses in Music Theory, 
Fine Arts, Creative Writing, and Consumer Economics. 


The English curriculum has been revised throughout our system and 
a coordinated series of books, published by the American Book Company, 
is in the process of being adopted throughout the system next year. 
Curriculum committees at the elementary school level have been active in 
the areas of mathematics and science. A pilot program involving mental 
health concepts and family life education was introduced at the fourth 
grade level. 


The handwriting program was modified to involve classroom 
teachers to a greater degree thereby reducing the cost of outside 
supervision. 


A kiln was installed at the Memorial School for use by the art 
teacher in expanding the curriculum in that area. 


Pupil Services: Mention should be made of the expanded use of the 
Blackstone Valley Area Mental Health Center this year. Under Dr. John 
O’Shea, Director, serveral direct counseling sessions have been arranged 
with progress being noted. This is a service which will become increasingly 
useful as its function becomes known. 


Special training for the perceptually handicapped has been 


continued in the fall after completing a Federally funded program last 
June. 
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The implementation of a computer service company to aid the high 
school staff in preparation of the students’ academic schedules resulted in 
increased utilization of available time modules, thus affording more options 
in course selections. 


Our school nurse received assistance in the auditory and visual 
testing services by the training of lay personnel in these areas. 


Buildings: The heating system has been overhauled and updated in 
the Memorial School with the result that a much more comfortable winter 
period in the classroom has been experienced. 


Play areas at the Dutcher Street and Park Street Schools have been 
extended by the application of asphalt to new sections. 


The painting program begun two years ago, was carried through 
specific phases in all schools. 


Major roof work was carried out on our high school building, 
thereby correcting a troublesome problem of several years’ duration. 
Roofs at Park Street and Memorial Schools were also repaired. 


Plans are underway to continue all these repair operations in the 
year ahead. 


Once again, reference is made to the fact that our Dutcher Street 
Building is of 1898 vintage and will not continue to serve the needs of the 
middle school pupil of the 1970’s. Consideration must be given to the 
replacement of this structure as soon as it is economically feasible. 


Evaluation: At the high school level, preparations for evaluation of 
the school by the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools were begun in the spring of 1970. These preparations include 
self-evaluation by school personnel of the many aspects of the educational 
process including: School and Community, Philosophy and Objectives, 
Curriculum, Student Activities, Educational Media Services, Guidance 
Services, School Facilities, School Staff and Administration, and 
Individual Staff Members. | 


A team of professional educators from New England Colleges and 
Secondary Schools will visit Hopedale High School on April 28, 29, and 
30, 1971 to conduct the formal evaluation. A report of their 
recommendation for accreditation will then be made to the New England 
Association. 
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Statistics: Possibly no phase of education is of more grave concern 
to citizens than that of cost. Some information on this topic may be of 
interest, with two-year data being supplied herewith:
